“Old Dave,” Who Gets His 


FATHER AND FIVE BROTHERS DIED BY VIOLENCE 


— —— 


A man who was popularly known as “Old Dave” has 
just died in Indianapolis,and his death wipes out of 
existence a family of seven who were at one time the 
terror of the Middle West. ‘Incidentally it might be 
mentioned that he was the only one to die without his 
boots on. If he had been left alone, however, he would 
have stuck to the family traditions, but a curious jani- 
tor prevented it. He found “Old Dave” on a couch un- 
able to move, suffering from an old gunshot wound 
which had broken out afresh. He sentfor the city 
ambulance and the old man passed bis last hourin a 
clean bed. 

The McClures—father and six sons—made their own 
whiskey on their farm in Grant County, Indiana, and 
from selling their illicit product they branched out. 
Whiskey selling was all right, they said, but there were 
other means of making money more rapidly. So they 
took to horse stealing. They built a barn on the side of 
a bill, and burrowed a tunnel into the mound, keeping 
the entrance well hidden, and the other end well stocked 
with provisions for man and beast. The end of the 
tunnel spread out to form a large roomy cavern, and it 
was here that the stolen animals were stabled until the 
boys, suspicion averted, could mount the horses some 
dark night and ride away to southern markets. 

Many a horse disappearing from his stable in one of

the four States surrounding Indiana was 
traced by posses hot on the trail of the thief 
tothe very edge of the farm. But here, 
invariably, the trail was lost. Mysteriously, 
the animals had made their way into the 
stables under the hill,and from there to 
the roomy cavern at the back, where no 
stranger ever penetrated. A year had not 
passed before the neighbors around the farm 
became aware that the worst gang of desper- 
adoes that ever sought shelter in Indiana 
had established itself in their midst. The 
seven learned that they were discovered, 
they ceased to pretend, and began openly to 
defy the law. They built a race course on the 
Jarm, and it became one of the main attrac- 
tions of the rendezvous, bringing hundreds 
of tough men to the little village of Marion. 
The gang sold moonshine whiskey openly, 
trotted out some of their stolen horses, and 
entered upon a career of undisguised law- 
lessness that knew no limits. 

Finally, they turned adrift thousands of 
counterfeit dollars. People suspected them 
when the coins made their appearance, but’ 
there was no way and apparently no grounds 
for direct accusation and charges.

They broadened the scope of their oper- 
ations, and, by way of diversion, made 
frequent excursions to the village of Marion, 
and proceeded to publish their presence by 
“shooting up” the town. They held the law 
in derision, and said so, leaving their proc- 
lamation to that effect hanging suggestively 
to the front door of the log cabin court house of Grant 
county. They helped to build up in Marion one of the 
most notorious “blind tigers” that ever flourished in 
the West. It was asaloon run by a negro, and it was 
known far and wide under the suitable title of the 
“Snake-hole.”’ 

It was the establishment of this dive, however, that 
brought about the downfall and separation of the gang. 
One evening the whole company of the desperadoes as- 
sembled there, and, becoming intoxicated, succeeded in 
getting the fight they were hunting for with several of 
the most peaceably inclined citizens of the town. One 
was seriously injured, and his friends, fearing that he 
would die, and at last thoroughly aroused, organized to 
mob the family and their associates. The gang, how- 
ever, learned of the plans in time to make good their 
escape. Jim and Joe, sneering and hardly sobered by 
the events that had already transpired, were the last to 
leave the Snake-hole; they were obliged to cut their 

horses loose from the spring wagon in which they had 
come to town, and, mounting the animals, ride for 
their lives. 

Jim, however, was struck on the head with a stone 
and knocked unconscious, but was rescued by his 
brother, Joe, who took a bullet through his hand to do 
it. He pulled his brother to the back of his own horse, 
held the mob at bay with his revolver,and escaped 
with his unconscious burden. 

After this things became too harsh for the family, 
and they determined to forsake Grant County and 
shake the dust of Indiana from their feet. They in- 
tended to make their way out West. Mother was dead, 
andthe father, with nothing to bind him to the old 

home, proposed that the family strike out for the gold 


fields of the Platte and Pike’s Peak countries. All 
seven became stranded in Kansas, and the father, too 
old to proceed farther, determined to settle in the State. 
Dave remained with the old man. He was the 


youngest of the seven, hardly 20, and was not consid-

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ered enough hardened to stand the rigors of the rough 
trip. 

Remaining behind with the father was made easy for 
the boy when he met and fell in love with the daughter 
of one of the cattlemen of the section. The girl’s 
brother discovered the record of the young desperado 
and objected to the young man’s seeing his sister. Dave, 
however, showed signs of repentance and made prom- 
fses of reformation; the girl believed him, and the two 
were married. The brother, outwitted, still objected, 
and a feud opened between the two families. Ina 
fierce fight that ensued Dave killed the girl’s brother, 
and the girl herself, grief stricken at what her rashness 
had brought about, stabbed herself to death with a 
knife. The feud became more fierce, and Jim and Joe 





ceased their wanderings long enough to return home 
and take a hand in theaffair. The former 
was waylaid and attacked one night and 
wounded. Shortly afterward he went to 
Fairplay, Colorado. 

Two years later, after Joe had exterm- 
inated his proportion of the opposing family 
—disposing of the old man—asunburned and 
ragged prospector appeared in the little 
mountain camp whither Jim had taken 
refuge, and demanded to see the boy. Jim 


heard the inquiry and came from behind the bar in 
the saloon where he was employed. Before he recog- 
nized the inquirer he got a bullet through the heart 
from a gun held in the hand of the son of the man he 
had killed. 

Dave received the news of his brother’s death in his 
Kansas home, where peace for a time had settled 
down, and set forth to find the murderer and avenge 
his brother’s tragicend. He found the little camp in 
the mountains, located his man, and went to his cabin 
to talk the matter over. He discovered him sick abed, 
too illto move. He determined to wait until the man 
recovered. 

“We will have a fair fight,” he said. “I am sick of 
this eternal sneaking and bushwhacking.”’ 

He waited a fortnight for his man to grow strong, 
and one morning at sunup the two men met in front of 
the cabin that served asa hotel. At the word two shots 
rang out together, but the sick man’s hand was un- 
steady. His bullet made a hole in Dave's hat, and 
Dave’s missile found lodgement in the heart of his 
brother-in-law. 

Before he could make his escape the miners gathered 
tolynch him. But he had a spokesman who took his 
part. “The boy did the right thing,’ the man said. 
“Give him a chance—fair play is all he wants.”’ 

The man saved his life, and, at the same time, un- 
consciously gave the little mining town the name it 
bears to-day. 

Dave made his way home, found that his father had 
been shot ina saloon brawl occurring during his ab- 
sence, and started to join his brothers in Indian Terri-

tory. On the way there he was shot through the breast, 
and the wound he then received was the cause of his 
death a few days ago—nearly forty years iater. 

Sam and Hugh left Indian Territory for California. 
Hugh went crazy with drink on the journey, and 
threatened to shoot the first Indian that the party met 
op its way westward. The first came in the shape of an 
inoffensive squaw, carrying her babe, and begging for 
food. He shot her down in cold blood. 

The gold seekers had gotten but a little further on 
their way when they were overtaken by a band of red- 
skins, who threatened to exterminate the whole lot 
unless the murderer of the squaw was given into their 
hands. There was nothing for it but to sacrifice Hugh 
and hand him over to the tender mercies of the sav- 
ages. 

The Indians strung their victim to the limbs of a tree 
and skinned him alive before the eyes of his brother 
and friends, who listened to his agonized shrieks for 
help without power to assist him. 

Sam continued on his way to California, but he 
seemed to lose interest in lifé,and grew too slow with 
his gun. Returning to the East, perhaps to his old 
home, in Indiana, he was shot in a fight in Illinois. 
Joe bit the dust in California in a fight over a woman; 
and Washington was the next victim, dying with bis 
boots on in Kansas. 

Little is known of Dave's life after he received his 
wound in Indian Territory. Occasionally reports came 
in from the West that made mention of his name, but 
the old spirit seemed broken. He was less quarreisome, 
more companionable, and, it is said, tried to live an 
honest life. His reputation, however, followed him 
wherever he went. He even left the country, seeking 
a new life in Australia. But the place, he wrote home 
to Indiana once, never seemed like ‘‘Hoosierdom.”’ He 
wanted to come back. And he was returning to Marion 
when the old wound broke out afresh and made it 
necessary for him to stop at Indianapolis. When his 
clothes were searched at the hospital, a ticket to Marion 
was found, and, in an envelope, stained and discolored 
with time, worn and frayed, was a lock of jet-black hair.

Two women of Wichita, Kan., fought a duel the 
other day with pistols.

The chal- 
lenge was accepted then and there and the duel was 
fought with pistols. The women stood fifty feet apart 
and fired at each other at a given signal by the daughter 
of the blonde. Three shots were fired by each party 
before either one was hit. The next two shots from the 
brunette took effect in the breast of her assailant, and 
the blonde fell badly wounded. She was placed unde 

the care of a physician, and, it is thought, 
will recover. 

The trouble started several months ago 
in a quarrel between the two women, who 
were neighbors. Finally the blonde was 
arrested for coming to the other’s house 
and bothering her when her husband was 
away. Her‘method consisted in telling her 
how her husband had flirted with her, and 
that she could take him away whenever she 
chose to do so. 

When the case came up for hearing there 
was a very large crowd in the courtroom. 
and several fights between the two women 
were narrowly averted during the trial. 

The injured woman is not wounded so 
badly but that she can talk, and she has sent 
another challenge to her enemy asking that 
another battle be arranged soon. She claims 
that she was not given a fair chance in the 
duel, and that her revolver would not work.

Methods Employed by Some of 


the Leading Physical Culturists 


While Preparing Their Proteges For the Ring or Field. 





PROF. ATTILA ON 


ATHLETIC DEVELOPMENT 





Different Exercises Needed to Build up Flesh and Muscle---To Take off Weight. 
Functions of a Good Trainer. 


(Series No. 6.)

‘Training is something one learns more about every 
time he undergoes it." It’s a task atbest. It means 
privation, no pleasure, hard work and the mind for- 
ever on the same subject. But after a man has trained 
a few times and watched himself he learns what is good 
for him, what he must do and also what he need not do. 
I will do many things this time I have not done before, 
and will certainly cut out some of the sort of work I 
did last time,” said Jim Corbett. 

“T have a theory that there is very little difference in 
conditioning a race horse and a man. A horseis 
taken in hand green and soft and slowly built up to 
racing form. He is never sent at top speed until he is 
fit. On that same line I have reached the conclusion 
thata man should not do stunts. Let him save the 
strength he wastes on wrestling three or four mena 
day and boxing a dozen until they collapse until he 
enters the ring. 

“What a horse is obliged to do and what is done for 


him I believe applies to a man. He must not be, 


allowed to fret. His food must be of the very best and 
most nourishing. His exercise must begin light and 
end with a short ‘breeze’ to help improve his wind each 
day. Butthis working until one falls of exhaustion I 
believe to be nothing more or less than ruination. He 
must be groomed and taken care of and—just this much 
more than the horse—he must be amused. Another 
thing, and this I have been thinking over for some 
time. It first came to me after the Sullivan fight, as I 
felt better and more like fighting a week atter the fight 
than I ever felt. It has also occurred, the same feeling 
of fitness,a short time after every fight I have ever 
had. Why should a man beso different from race 
horse? A race horse ts slowly conditioned for a series 
of races, not one, and the horse seems to improve after 
the first one or two if light work is given him to keep 
him from falling off. I believe we are all making a 
mistake and that the day will come when boxers will 
do two or three fights with the one conditioning. I am 
training now, but my work is light. I arise early and 
take a short walk to a spring I have found, the water 
from which I believe to be one of nature's best products. 
1 drink three or four glasses of water and walk slowly 
home, Then I breakfast, lie about for a few hours and 
take a long walk in which a sprint occurs from time to 
time. I do about ten miles, finish the last half mile at 
a good jog, and the last few hundred yards sprinting. 
You see [am using the breezing methods followed by 
our friends the horses. Then I am well rubbed down 
and take it easy tillluncheon. In the afternoon I play 
ball, more to have my mind on the game than for ex- 
ercise, and besides ball playing isa real good thing if 
one is careful. Later I get back to my old friend, the 
bag, and do a half hour in the same old way. Then I 
have them turn the hose on me—that’s a new one, but 
it’s a good one—and have my rubdown. An hour or 
so later comes dinner and then a short cycling trip in 
the twilight with the woman I love best."’ 

While the item of professionalism versus amateur 
sport may be urged with reason by such persons as 
uphold football and frown down pugilism, yet, from a 
purely physical standpoint, there is much to be said on 
the other side. 

Prominent physical culture experts for the most part 
take up the cudgels for the fighter against the football 
player. Prof. Attila, noted not only as a strong man 
but as a physical culturist who has developed many a 
flaccid-muscled man and woman into specimens of mus- 
cular, vigorous health, has written the following opin- 
ion on the advantages of football and boxing. Prof. 
Attila developed, among other athletes, Max Unger, 
who at present is in Europe, competing against the 
strong men of the world. He is highly capable of 
judging the relative merits of the football-boxing con- 
troversy. His ideas are as follows: 

‘Tt is almost a sin to speak of football and boxing In 
the same breath. In the former there is nothing, while 
in the latter there is everything which goes to-improve 
& man’s physical make-up. 

“But first I will show that there are no physical ad- 
vantages in football playing. It is a game that is a sort 
of contagious ailment with collegians. The first thing 
a young fellow thinks of when he goes to college is to 
wear long hair and get on the football team. He does a 
lot of work at first, rounding himself into shape that 
will enable him to ‘last’ but a half hourorso. That is, 
of course, if he does not get a broken neck or limb be- 
fore the end of that time. He flirts with danger, and 
many times winds up as a cripple at an age when he 
ought to be at his best. But the necessity of being a 
hero is strong upon him, and that is about why he does 
it. When the game is over, he is no better off physi- 
cally than he was before it ; maybe worse. 

“Watch the face of a player emerging from a scrim- 
mage. Does its lines show it to be more healthy and 
less brutal than that of the boxer? It is a game where 
a man cannot show his individual ability. He is justa 
piece of machinery and works as such, trying to injure 
some other piece of machinery which is considered 
good on the other side. A small man will get out of the 
fracas safe, while a bigger fellow will emerge all tat- 
tered and torn both in dress and body. It’s a game 





practiced, fortunately, only in this country and in Eng- 
land. 


“But as to boxmg: 

“Well, no nobler sport ever existed. It was practiced 
thousands and thousands of years ago, Men have 
grown to be heroes through it. It was not always 
known as boxing, but it was the same thing. Itisa 
sport In which a man’s individual ability is shown. It 
is manly. To bea good boxer is to attain glory. Its 
good effects are lasting, too. Those of football are not.

One of the most interesting features of the indoor 
sporting season is bowling, or ten-pins.

We are pleased in connection herewith to give in 
miniature a picture of this incomparable trophy and 
also the portraits of the gentlemen who have won it, 
and others who have distinguished themselves in 
connection with it. 

Mr. Charles Dersch is the president of the United 
Bowling Clubs of New 
York and vicinity. In 
giving a brief synopsis of 
his history the other day 
to a PoLice GAZETTE 
representative he made 
these remarks: 


“T have been an enthu- 
siastic bowler from my 
boyhood days and organ- 
ized the Woodland Bowling 
Club, one of the foremost 
of bowling clubs on the 
East Side. It was founded 
March 8, 1892, and I have 
had the pleasure of being 
its president since its or- 
ganization. I also held 
minor offices in the United 
Bowling Clubs. While 
holding the office of third 
vice-president, which is 
chairman of the entertain- 
ment committee, I super- 
vised several successful en- 
tertainments and railroad 
excursions, for instance 
one to Greenwood Lake, in 
which 1400 persons par- 
ticipated, using three sec- 
tions of trains, eight cars 
each, on the Erie railroad, 
and a number of other 
affairs which were well 
attended.

- Matchmaker Carroll, of 
the club, finally restored order, and Dobbs was allowed 
to continue, although he had been down for thirty sec- 
onds. In the seventh Long started in towin. He 
rushed Dobbs all over the ring, but Dobbs put stiff lefts 
and rights to the face, and had all the better of the 
round. He knocked Long down, and at the beginning 
of the tenth Dobbs was as fresh as Long. 

In the twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth the men 
went down together, and the fighting was fierce. Dobbs 
commenced to weaken in the fourteenth and stumbled | 
to the center at the call of the sixteenth. He was dis- , 
qualified for falling to the floor without excuse. 

The idea of the referee allowing the spectators to hold 
the ring for thirty seconds while the man whom they 
were presumably interested in was recuperating was 
ridiculous in itself, but imagine if you can the scene of 
riot and indescribable confusion which reigned. To my 
tind it was purely a case of inefficiency on the part of 
the official. When will club promoters realize the 
necessity of obtaining capable referees instead of 
amateurs who lack the experience to be equal to even 
the slightest emergency. This one, according to the 
report, forgot to count when Dobbs was knocked down. 
Further comment would be superfluous.
